SPECIAL  CONVOCATION  AND  LECTURES 
FOR  GALBRAITH  BUILDING  OPENING 


Paul  G.  Hoffman,  managing  director  of 
the  United  Nations  Special  Fund,  will  re- 
ceive an  honorary  degree  and  give  the 
address  at  a Special  Convocation  on  the 
evening  of  March  6.  Four  prominent  engi- 
neers also  will  be  honoured  at  the  Convoca- 
tion, part  of  opening  ceremonies  for  the 
Galbraith  Building. 

The  building  itself  will  be  opened  offici- 
ally by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario, 
the  Hon.  J.  Keiller  Mackay,  at  4 p.m.  on 
Tuesday,  March  7. 

In  the  morning  of  March  7,  three  special 
lectures  will  be  given  simultaneously  in  the 
fields  of  Civil,  Electrical  and  Aeronautical 
Engineering.  These  departments  will  occupy 
the  new  structure. 

Mr.  Hoffman  is  the  first  managing 
director  of  the  new  U.N.  special  agency 
designed  to  aid  investment  in  underde- 
veloped countries.  He  served  as  first  ad- 
ministrator of  the  Economic  Co-operation 
Administration  (the  Marshall  Plan)  from 
1948  to  1950;  president  of  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion from  1951  to  1953;  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Studebaker-Packard  Corpora- 
tion from  1954  to  1956.  He  also  helped 
organize  the  automotive  Safety  Foundation 
and  served  as  its  chairman  from  1946  to 
1948. 

Others  receiving  honorary  degrees  will  be: 

William  Percy  Dobson,  who  was  director 
of  research  for  the  Ontario  Hydro-Electric 
Power  Commission  until  his  retirement  in 
1955,  and  subsequently  served  as  research 
consultant  and  liaison  officer  for  nuclear 
studies  for  the  Commission.  During  his 
regime,  the  staff  in  Ontario  Hydro  Labora- 
tories grew  in  number  from  seven  to  300. 
He  has  also  been  active  in  standardization 
since  1919  and  now  is  chairman  of  the 
Administrative  Board  of  the  Canadian 
Standards  Association  Testing  Laboratories. 

Henri  Gaudefroy,  dean  of  Ecole  Poly- 
technique (the  Faculty  of  Engineering  of 
the  University  of  Montreal)  since  1953, 


John  Hamilton  Parkin,  director  of  the 
Division  of  Mechanical  Engineering,  Na- 
tional Research  Council,  since  1937,  and 
since  1951  director  of  the  National  Aero- 
nautical Establishment.  During  the  1920’s 
Mr.  Parkin  established  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  what  was  almost  certainly  the  first 
wind  tunnel  at  any  Canadian  university,  and 
thus  was  the  father  of  Toronto’s  interna- 
tionally-respected Institute  of  Aerophysics. 

John  Bertram  Stirling,  president  of 
E.  G.  M.  Cape  & Company,  engineers  and 
contractors.  He  is  a past  president  of  the 
Engineering  Institute  of  Canada  and  last 
year  was  installed  as  Chancellor  of  Queen’s 
University.  He  was  chosen  to  receive  an 
honorary  degree  primarily  as  an  outstanding 
practising  engineer.

“Civil  Engineering— Yesterday,  Today  and 
Tomorrow”,  by  Robert  F.  Legget,  director 
of  the  Division  of  Building  Research,  Na- 
tional Research  Council,  in  Room  1035, 
Wallberg  Building. 

“The  Many  Problems  of  Communication 
Satellites”,  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Pierce,  director  of 
research  communications  principles,  Bell 
Telephone  Laboratories,  in  Room  102, 
Mechanical  Building. 

“Hypervelocity  Re-entry  Studies  at  Cana- 
dian Armament  Research  and  Development 
Establishment,  Defence  Research  Board”, 
by  Dr.  G.  V.  Bull  of  the  D.R.B.  Aero- 
physics Wing,  in  Room  120,  Galbraith 
Building. 

The  Galbraith  Building  on  St.  George 
street  just  north  of  College  street,  houses 
Civil,  Electrical  and  Aeronautical  Engineer- 
ing and  the  administrative  offices  for  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering. 
The  University  has  allocated  $7,000,000  for 
its  construction  and  equipment,  and  for  re- 
novation of  existing  buildings  for  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering. 

For  Civil  and  Electrical  Engineering,  the 
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Galbraith  Building  represents  the  first 
additional  space  since  their  old  building  was 
constructed  40  years  ago.  In  addition  to 
modern,  expanded  office  and  teaching  space, 
these  departments  now  will  have  much 
greater  facilities  for  research. 

Civil  Engineering  will  have  equipment  for 
studying  dynamic  loading  unparalleled  on 
any  Canadian  campus.  Its  other  new  facili- 
ties include  a 1,000,000  lb.  universal  testing 
machine  capable  of  testing  members  up  to 
20  feet  in  length  in  tension  or  compression, 
and  up  to  50  feet  in  length  in  bending,  and 
a modern  photostress  laboratory  for  study  of 
buildings,  bridges  and  structural  materials 
under  static  and  dynamic  loading.  The 
building  brings  together  sections  of  the 
Civil  Engineering  department  now  spread 
over  three  buildings. 

New  Electrical  Engineering  facilities  in- 
clude an  antenna  laboratory  in  a penthouse 
and  a computer  area  housing  both  a digital 
and  an  analog  computer.  Both  departments 
now  will  be  able  to  provide  adequate  space 
for  staff  and  graduate  students;  in  the  old 
building  as  many  as  13  staff  members  shared 
a single  large  office. 

While  facilities  will  expand,  class  size  will 
diminish.  The  largest  lecture  rooms  in  the 
building  seat  100  students,  while  the  long, 
narrow  theatres  of  the  old  Electrical  Build- 
ing held  130.  The  new  lecture  rooms  are  de- 
signed to  give  a sense  of  intimacy,  according 
to  one  professor  who  has  been  using  them. 

In  the  laboratories,  increased  facilities  and 
space  will  result  in  smaller  undergraduate 
parties.  Civil  Engineering,  for  example, 
plans  to  reduce  its  lab  groups  to  four  or  five 
students  each. 

The  Galbraith  Building  is  named  after 
John  Galbraith,  Ontario’s  first  Professor  of 
Engineering  in  1878,  first  Principal  of  the 
School  of  Practical  Science  and,  after  that 
body  became  part  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  in  1906,  first  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  He  died 
in  that  office  in  1914,  after  guiding  Ontario 
engineering  education  for  36  years. 

When  S.P.S.  opened  in  1878,  Professor 
Galbraith  was  made  responsible  for  all  its 
engineering  training— and  at  one  point  was 
teaching  14  separate  courses  in  civil, 
mechanical  and  mining  engineering,  as  well 
as  supervising  drafting  and  field  work!  Other 
professors  lectured  in  the  science  and 
mathematics. 

It  was  said  that  if  he  had  decided  to  leave 
education— and  he  had  many  lucrative  offers 
from  business— he  could  have  become  one  of 
Canada’s  most  successful  engineers. 


Music

the  spring  by  Pierette  Alarie  in  Montreal, 
and  by  Jennifer  Vyvian  on  the  B.B.C.  In 
Canada  his  Dirge  for  orchestra,  dedicated 
to  the  memory  of  Elie  Spivak,  will  be  per- 
formed in  March  by  the  Victoria  Symphony 
Orchestra,  and  his  Fantasy  for  Orchestra 
on  the  C.B.C.  under  the  direction  of  Ettore 
Mazzoleni.  His  Second  Symphony,  com- 
missioned by  the  Canada  Council,  will  be 
broadcast  in  April  by  Victor  Feldbrill.

Dr.  W.  B.  Scott  attended  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  Ontario  Council  of  Com- 
mercial Fisheries  at  which  he  gave  the 
banquet  address.  His  topic  was  “Newfound- 
land’s Freshwater  Fishery  Resources”. 

Dr.  A.  G.  Edmund  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture  on  “Hunting  Fossil  Animals  in  Peru” 
to  about  250  members  of  the  Federation  of 
Ontario  Naturalists  on  Feb.  6. 

Last  week  saw  the  publication  of  “Tooth 
phenomena  in  the  lower  vertebrates”,  Cont. 
52,  R.O.M.  Life  Sciences  Division.  This 
traces  the  evolution  of  tooth  replacement 
sequences  and  methods  from  the  Devonian 
period  up  to  the  present  day,  and  from 
primitive  fish  to  man.  With  190  pages  and 
58  figures,  it  should  serve  to  stimulate 
further  research  in  comparative  dental 
anatomy.
